Cottonseed  movement  to  crushing  mills  increased  in  Texas  and  Oklahoma  during  the  week  according  to 
the  certificates  received  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.     Open  weather  and  increased 
ginnings  in  west  Texas  and  Oklahoma  accounted  for  the  increased  movement. 

Prices  i_n  Texas  for  wagon-lot  seed  f.o.b.  gins  declined  about  $3.00  per  ton  during  the  week. 
Average  price  for  the  state  was  $68o80  per  ton  compared  with  $72,00  per  ton  last  weeki  Prices 
ranged  from  $65^00  to  $75=00  per  ton,   the  highest  average  being  in  district  4  where  ginning  is  the 
heaviest.     Prices  in  Oklahoma  declined  about  $1.25  per  ton.     The  state  average  price  was  $66. 6o  pe» 
ton  compared  wiih  $67.90  per  ton  last  week.     Prices  ranged  from  $6o.OO  to  $75^00  per  ton,  the 
highest  average  being  in  district  4.     Oil  mill  prices  ranged  from  $70.00  to  $80.00  per  ton.  Some 
seed  was  purchased  on  "as  is"  bo-sis  and  some  on  basis  grade  100.

Cottonseed  grades  in  Texas  during  the  week  averaged  100.0  compared  ;vith  99^5  last  week.  The  low 
average  is  due  principally  to  low  oil  content  aS  very  few  quality  discounts  were  made  for  excess 
moisture  or  trash.     Grades  in  Oklahoma  averaged  99«5  compared  with  99«0  last  week. 

Cottor  seed  oil  from  the  large  Cottonseed  crop  of  1948  is  now  reaching  the  market  in  substantial 
volume.     Futures  prices  for  cottonseed  oil  on  the  New  York  Exchange  declined  during  the  week.  The 
demand  for  oil  was  slack  and  the  bulk  of  the  sales  was  for  nearby  delivery! 

The  1948  wo rl d  flaxseed  crop  of  152  million  bushels  is  the  second  largest  6ti  record,   according  to  a 
recent  estimate  by  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Halations,     This  year's  production  was 
estimated  as  25  million  bushels  larger  than  for  1947  and  is  exceeded  only  by  the  1S9  million 
bushels  produced  in  1943»     The  United  States  production  was  estimated  at  47. ^  million  bushels. 
This  is  almost  I/3  of  the  total  estimated  world  production,  .      ,  .  ,
